The 
docket and senal renter cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney 
or agent) at the conchy erf mernterview. In case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official 
commurweaton. ff aftfbwiaf comspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances dictate, the Form should be maiied promptly after the 
telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy of 
amendments or claims agreed as being aOowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tentative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.) 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present.

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant' s summary of what to ok place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the examiner during 
the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the claims are allowable for other 
reasons of record, the exammer should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should 
place the imfication irrterview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
